On Tuefday lat the American frigate Conitellanon, of 
98 guns, capt Truxton, brougat inthe Freach national fri- 
gzte VIofirgentc, of 40 guns, capt Bureaut, which fhe 
captured on the’ gth init, off the fouth fide of tus ifland. 
The following are the particulars of the action wiih wich 
we were chis day favored, 

On the gth wf, at noon, a large fhip was*difcovered by 
the Conftellation, ftanding to the weitward, to which the 
immediately gave chace ; aad at firlithe commodore fap- 
poling her .o be a Britith fhip of war, ordered the fignal 
for that day to be hoitted, which not being anfwered, he 
then duedcted ihe fgnai for an American fhip of war to be 
Gifplayed, which alfo was not soticed, but the American 
enfign rua up at the mizzea peak of the chace. 

As neues of the above fignals were anfwered, the com. 
modore obterved thet he lufpeéted the chace to be an ene- 
my; and fearcely had he exprefled his opinive, when the 
Ainerican enfign was hauled.down, the French na:ional 
fi ited, and a gun fired to windward. Acroud ot 
carvals was then {pread on the ContteljJetion, and every 
Preparation made tor action; at half paittwo pr. m, the 
namep ma of the chace went by the cap; the wreck 
was, however, foon cleared, and the fhip put before the 
Wind ; at a quarter pait three, Nevis beanug W. S. W. 
about fix leagues dittant, the Contte|lauon ranged up along 
fide of her, when the capt hailed feverel umes, but cap: 
Trauxton thought proper to anfwer only: with his guns, and 
as foon as they were brought to bear, commenced the en- 
gagemeut by giving the frit broadlide, which was tiflant- 
ly veturned by the Frenchman; but in the courle of one 
hour and a quarter the flruck her colours, after being rak- 
ed fore and aft three times, with the lofs of 70 men killed 
and wounded, and very much fhatteredin ber hull, mafis, 
rigging and fails. She proves to be I'infurgente French 
frigate, of 4° guns and 360 men, exclufive of officers, 
commanded by citizeu Barcaut, and is one of the thips 
laiciy asrived at Gaudaloupe from France. 

Phe Coalieliation had only one man killed and three 
wounded, though much injured in ber rigging and fails, &c. 
aloft. Her commander obierves that his officers and men 
behaved extremely well, and not one fing!e 1ntlance occur- 
ed of a want of exertion and firmne(s on the occafion, 
She had 307. men, including officers

Sunday afteinoon ai 2 o'clock, about 60 of the French | 
prifoners lately conhued at Lancailer, arrived in this city, 
from that place; they were guarded by Capt Barton's 
tompany of infantry, and we underftand are to be fent to 
the Weit Indies in the Retaliation fchooner. 

Yefierday moraing the Marfhal ofthe Penafylvania Dif. 
tridt ;eTurned to this ¢ ty, aker an ineHeGual atiempt to take 
a nuinber of offenders againtt the jaws of the United States. 
The curcumitances (as fa: as we have been able to alcertain 
them) are thefe---Covernment received correct information 
of the exrilence of acombination, to defeat the execunonu 
of the law of the United States, laying a tex on houles 
The names of the perfons who compoted this traitorous 
cabal were procured, and writs accordingly ilued to the 
Maifhal to appreeud them, and biing them to this, 
city. The Marfhal proceeded to Northampton county 
where he apprehended the offenders, There being a 
number of them living in different parts of the county, he 
conceived it expedien’ when he appichended one of thofe 
named in ‘the writs, to take bond for hus appearance at a 





morning when they were abont to leave Bethlehem for this 
city, em armed force, confilting of about fifty horlemen, 
fome in their military siniform, and as many foot, appear- 
ed and furrounded the honle ; fome of them entered aad 
cemanded ‘he ditcharge of the prifoners in the perempto- 
ry manner, ond at the fame time, with the audatious te.

of the Marfhal: but the violence of the armep rorce 
was not to be refilled-by ether the Marflial o: the prifo- 
nersi---They proc laimed their orders, with all che aifur. 
ance of a confidence in the general fupport, that they de- 
clared they would not be tried, they fheuld be relealed, 
and then they defired the whole United States to penith 
then, 

We are happy to learn that the names of a number of 
thofe Infurgenis or Taitors are known, and we trufl, that 
meafures will be taken t6 bring them to that punifhment 
whichtheir crimes fo loudly demand. It will not be refuf- 
ed us, to pay the Marfhal of this diftrict, that tribute due to 
an officer, who, ou focritical an o¢cafion, we underftand 
has a@ed with the greacit propriety, and givea general fa- 
usfattion.
